I muft, neverthelefs, own, that [ cannot well ap- 
prehend what Mr D* Anvers would fay, by aflerting, 
¢ That in Times of publick Profperity, the Tragick 
© Scenes are adorn’d with the warmeft Sentiments 
« that publick Spirit can infpire, and the nobleft Pa- 
* negyrick upon thofe who make the Love of Man- 
‘kind the glorious Motive of their Undertakings ; 
* but if Pride and Meannefs fill the Throne, then 
¢ the Poet arms his Numbers wich the infamous 
« Wretches of former Ages, &c.* ——-Since a Tragick 
Hero muft necefarily have an oppofite Charaéer, without 
which he cannot appear to any confiderable Advan- 
tage; and we find this fo univerfally the Senfe of 
our Dramatick Writers, that fcarce one Tragedy can 
be produced as an Exception to this Rule: Wherefore 
I am apt to believe that Caleb can only have faid this 
to make his fubfequent Quotations read with the more 
Attention ; for he muft know, whatever fingle Sen- 
tences he may pick out to pleafe his prejudiced Imagi- 
nation, that a Villain is, in feveral of our beft Plays, 
the principal, and in many the favewrite Character, 
efpecially in out old Tragedies, and more particularly 
in the Writings of the celebrated Shake/pear. 

Our facetious Countryman, Ben JouHNson, has 
furnifhed the Stage with many Leffons of lafting 
Ue: One of which, in his well-written Tragedy of 
CATALINE’S CONSPIRACY, pives a moft lively 


Reprefentation of a de/perate, difappointed Traytor in 
the following Lines. 


It is decreed. Nor ball thy Fate, O! Rome, 

Refift my Vow. Tho Hills were fet on Hills, 

And = met Seas to guard thee, I would through:
